over tlie one In general vise, both as 
to the content of the canister-'and the 
comfort of the wearer. 
The army is 


retaining- all of these new style masks 
for future use. 
The war department states that the 


army gas mask furnishes no protec- 
tion against carbon monoxide, as it 
does not supply fresh oJtygren to tho 
wearer. This Indicates that the army 
mask will not be widely used in min, 
ing', as has been prophesied, for car- 
bon monoxide is the poison contained 
in many mine gases and liberated by 
flres and explosions. Miners now use 
special 
oxygen-supplying - apparatus 


for protection against carbon monox- 


Fire department exprlments with 
army masks as a protection against 
smoke have in a number of instances 
been pronounced successful. 
The fire 


department of Richmond, 
Va.,V re- 


ported unsual success, and plans to 
equip all of its firemen with the army 
mask..' 
Use of gas masks for fire fighting 
was suggested to the Richmond de- 
partment when the chief's son sent 
home a mask from France. The de- 
partment decided to make smoke tests 
and obtained new masks from tho war 
department. 
Firemen 
wearing 
the 


masks remained 20 minutes without 
inconvenience 
in 
rooms 
containing 


fumes of sulphur, burning rubber, and 
tar roofiiig. 
Men. without the masks, 


were'unable to enter the rooms where 
the tests were made.

Test Is Amusing. 
/ 


An amufeing test of the army mask 


as an aid.to fire flg-hting was made in 
Washington, a few days ago' -when a- 
small lire occurred in a local hotel. 
An ex-soldier, stopping at the hotel, 
noticed the fumes, and immediately 
seized and fitted on his trusty 
gas 
mask. I-te then rushed down the hotel 
corridors -arousing' the' occupants of 
each room and scaring some of them 
into convulsions by his burglar like 
disguise. 'One man rose to the occa- 
sion with remarkable swiftness and 
hurled 
:.a.. pie into the 
face of his 


wpuld-bo rescuer. 
As a' result of this episode it was 
suggested that, the District of Colum- 
bia 
fire 
department 
be 
furnished 
masks, and also .that masks should be 
hung- in hotel corridors—probably so 
that the guests might become accus- 
tomed to them. 
In spite of these successful attempts 
at'combatting smoke with .the army 
mask, the war department refuses to 
recommend it unreservedly for indoor 
fire fighting. 
In outdoor tires, such 


as forest fires, the smoke is no't con 
centrated an-d the clanger from, car 
bon 'monoxide and carbon dioxide is 
almost negligible. 
Under such cir- 


stances the army mask\has proved of 
considerable value. 
Gas masks -of some sort will 
un- 


doubtedly soon be made a part of the 
fire fighter's equipment, but the peace- 
time use of the army mask will prob- 
ably bo confined chiefly to -industries 
where poison fumes vitiate the air of 
work rooms and laboratories and en- 
danger the health of .the workmen.
